That  One  Measly  Vote 


If  you  are  one  of  the  three  thousand  or  more  students  who 
during  one  election  this  yeor  hove  wondered  "What  good  is 
my  measly  vote,"  then  perhaps  this  week's  page  one  story 
obout  class  officer  elections  is  grophic  enough  to  answer  your 
question. 

In  one  of  the  races  just  one  measly  vote  would  hove  been 
enough  to  swing  the  election  to  your  condidote.  in  another 
five  would  have  done  the  trick,  in  two  others  six  would  have 
made  a different  story,  in  another  eight  was  oil  that  would 
have  been  necessary  while  in  the  other  races  not  more  thon 
twenty  to  forty  votes  could  have  mode  the  difference. 

While  this  election  had  an  abominable  turnout  so  for  as 
percentage  of  eligible  electorate,  it  still  brings  home  forcibly 
the  point  that  your  SINGLE  vote  could  hove  made  the  differ- 
ence between  this  and  that. 

Voting  is  such  a little  thing  to  do,  yet  so  vitally  important. 
A few  weeks  ago  during  studentbody  elections  we  reminded 
you  that  collectively  os  voters  you  could  do  powerful  things. 
But  now  let  us  remind  you  that  you  can  do  nothing  collectively 
until  you  remember  and  take  the  individual  responsibility  to 
do  something  first. 

We  haven't  bothered  to  figure  the  percentoges  in  this 
election  but  they  ore  obviously  very  low.  For  o student  body 
that  voted  more  than  50  per  cent  in  the  student  body  elections 
(a  good  percentage  os  modern  elections  go)  it  seems  disheort- 
ening  that  we  should  slip  so  low  again.  After  oil  class  elec- 
tions ore  just  os  important  as  student  body  elections  because 
FOUR  of  the  voting  positions  on  the  student  council  are  filled 
this  way. 

Presumably  we  just  fought  a war  to  preserve  the  individ- 
ual's right  to  freedom  in  government  ond  other  things.  If 
college  elections  such  os  this  one  ore  borometers  of  our  par- 
ticipation in  state  and  notional  elections  we  wonder  just  how 
free  we  ore  . . . just  how  much  point  there  was  to  that  war. 

If  we,  the  future  educated  segment  of  American  people, 
cannot  see  any  point  to  school  elections  we  wonder  just  how 
much  point  we'li  be  able  to  see  to  notional  elections.  After 
all  one  measly  vote  in  a notional  election  is  lost  much  deeper 
In  hundreds  of  thousands  of  votes  than  one  vote  is  lost  among 
several  thousond  students. 

In  the  last  analysis  that  one  meosly  vote  is  the  difference 
between  "his"  government  and  "our''  go'tiernment.

Anyone  who  has  fond  mem- 
ories of  Sunday  walks  under  the 
chestnut  trees  bordering  the 
Champs  d’Elysees,  contented 
dreaming  in  the  shaded  coolness 
of  the  ’I'uileries,  unhurried 
strolls  among  the  book  stalls 
along  the  Seme,  twilight  walks 
through  ’ the  crooked,  sinister 
streets  of  the  Left  Bank  will 
get  a full  measure  of  enjoyment 
from  the  nostalgic  pages  of 
Samuel  Putnam’s  “Paris  Was 
Our  Mistress.” 

Unhappily,  the  book’s  main 
flaw  lies  in  the  fact  that  its  ap- 
peal lies  only  in  the  direction 
of  those  who  know  and  remem- 
ber Paris.  Others  wlll*probably 
fail  to  appreciate  the  uncanny 
accuracy  with  which  Mr.  Put- 
nam has  captured  the  life,  zest 
and  color — as  well  as  the  weari- 
ness, disillusionment  and  despair 
—of  Paris  and  her  people.  On 
the  other  hand,  those  who  have 
read  the  works  of  Hemingway, 
Gertrude  Stein,  Ezra  Pound, 
Henry  Miller,  James  T.  Farrell 
and  many  other  intellectuals  of 
the.  literary  world  and  have 
wished  to  know  these  authors 
from  a personal  angle  will  get 
a measure  of  satisfaction  from 
the  candid  portraits  Putnam 
gives  of  these  people  as  he  knew 
them  when  they  werfe  young, 
struggling  potential  artists. 

The  book  covers  the  period 
from  1926  to  1933,  when,  the  au- 
thor points  out,  the  great  Amer- 
ican migration  to  France  took 
place,  when  gifted  young  Yank- 
ees were  seeking  to  have  their 
formative  years  molded  by  the 
venerable  wisdom  of  Paris,  rath- 
er than  by  the  giddy  light-head- 
edness of  an  America  gaily 
passing  through  the  roaring  20’s. 
It  is  from  this  point  that  Putnam 
gets  his  title  . . Paris  was  our 
spiritual  mistress,  a wise  and 
beautiful  one,  at  a time  when 


our  America,  or  so  it  seemed, 
had  turned  a strumpet.” 
Entertaining  flick  . . . 

“T  h e Farmer’s  Daughter,” 
working  under  a misnomer 
which  will  make  moviegoers 
look  for  traveling  salesmen, 
rather  than  crooked  politicians, 
is  a refreshing  whiff  of  fresh  air 
along  Provo’s  often  stale  thea- 
ter row. 

Revolving  around  machine 
politics  and  America’s  voters- 
for-vote’s  sake,  “The  Farmer’s 
Daughter”  is  at  times  impos- 
sible, but  maintains  a rapid  pace 
that  is  fraught  with  laughs,  good 
acting  and  clever  direction, 
Loretta  Young,  aided  and  abet- 
ted by  a stagey  Swedish  accent, 
does  well  with  her  role  of  a 
naive  housemaid  caught  in  the 
whirl  of  dirty  politics.  Joseph 
Gotten  is  his  usual  suave,  de- 
pendable self,  and  Ethel  Bar- 
rymore and  old-timer  Charles 
Bickford  contribute  competent 
performances  that  push  this  film 
far  up  into  the  “A”  bracket. 

You’ll  be  dishing  out  shekels 
at  local  theaters  soon  to  see  Van 
Johnson  and  June  Allyson  in 
“High  Barbaree”;  Barbara  Stan- 
wyck and  Humphrey  Bogart  in 
"The  Two  Mrs.  CaroIIs;”  and 
Teresa  Wright  and  Ray  Milland 
in  “The  Imperfect  Lady.” 
Theater  item  ...  .

Records  and  men  were  spill- 
ed over  the  Y cinder  path  las"t 
Saturday  afternoon  when  mem- 
bers of  the  state’s  high  schools 
and  intermountain  Junior  Col- 
leges teams  hit  head-on  with  op- 
ponents in  the  annual  UHSAA 
and  JC  carnival.  Ideal  weather 
conditions  and  a fast  track  fav- 
ored the  participants  who  gave 
their  all  before  a handful  of 
spectators  in  the  Y stadium. 

Once  again  the  Broncos  from 
BAC  came  to  the  top  to  run 
amok  over  the  other  JC  con- 
testants with  an  impressive  101% 
points  for  the  sixteen  events. 
Weber  tallied  50  for  second  place, 
Dixie  Flyers  32 ' for  third.  Mesa 
25%  for  fourth,  Carbon  17  for 
fifth  and  Snow  7%  for  sixth. 

It  was  dauntless  Dan  Lindsay 
of  BAC  that  gilded  the  lily  with 
his  ace  sprinting  and  high  jump- 
ing. In  capturing  the  high  jump, 
Lindsay  went  a good  two  inches 
over  his  head  with  a record- 
breaking  6’1%”  leap.  He  was  not 
seriously  challenged  in  either 
hurdle  event  and  won  both 
easily.  Coach  Murray  Maughan’s 
Cedar  City  crew  placed  in  many 
of  the  other  events  to  pull  away 
from  the  JC’s. 

Taking  full  advantage  of  the 
ideal  weather  and  timely  track 
conditions,  the  Class  A and  B 
preps  gave  generously  in  sprints 
and  relays  to  erase  some  nine  old 
marks  and  tie  two  others  in  an 
afternoon  of  record  smashing 
that  will  go  unmatched  for  years 
to  come. 

Even  though  no  team  cham- 
pions were  declared  in  the  high 
school  division,  the  groups  from 


East,  South  and  North  Cache 
went  heavy  on  the  trophy  tak- 
ing. In  the  B Class  Lincoln  from 
Orem  fought  hard  to  whittle  the 
records  down  and  take  home  the 
awards. 


The  biggest  cut  to  be  sliced  off 
a record  was  registered  with  the 
East  High  speed-merchants  who 
nipped  eight  seconds  off  the  in- 
terscholastic relay  event  with 
time  to  burn.  The  Leopards  drew 
their  second  win  in  the  half-mile 
relays. 

The  one  mile  relay  for  both 
classes  fell  under  the  durable 
drive  of  Murray  in  the  B Class 
and  Jordan  in  the  Class  A.  Lin- 
coln’s well-developed  foursome 
slashed  away  at  the  sprint  med- 
ley relay  and  the  half  mile  relay 
for  new  marks.  Richfield  in  the 
medley,  Millard  in  the  national 
medley.  North  Cache  in  the  med- 
ley were  among  the  others  to 
usher  in  new  marks. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that 
during  the  afternoon’s  events 
that  at  least  four  spills  were  tak- 
en. Several  times  the  spikers 
bull-dozed  into  the  cinders  in 
feverish  attempts  to  pass  the 
baton  or  step-up  their  speed.
